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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 22-50 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks (pages 2 and 3), filed 8/5/2005, with 
respect to claims 23-32 and 35-40 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 23-32 and 35-40 has been withdrawn. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

3. The terminal disclaimer filed on 8/5/2005 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application, which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
prior U.S. Patent No. 6,71 1 ,297 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal 
disclaimer has been recorded. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 22 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 
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Claim 22 recites the limitation "said source data" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Accordingly, the indicated allowability of 
this claim has been withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 33 and 34 are drawn to a 
computer implemented process that merely manipulates data or an abstract idea, or 
merely solves a mathematical problem without a limitation to a practical application in 
technological arts. 

In order for a claimed invention to accomplish a practical application, it must 
produce a "useful, concrete and tangible result" State Street, 149 F.3d at 1373, 47 
USPQ2d at 1601-02 (see MPEP 2106.II.A). A practical application can be achieved 
through recitation of "a physical transformation outside the computer for which a 
practical application in the technological arts is either disclosed in the specification or 
would have been known to a skilled artisan", or "limited to a practical application within 
the technological arts" (MPEP 2106 IVB2(b)). Currently, claims 33 and 34 meet neither 
of these criteria. In order to for the claimed process to produce a "useful, concrete and 
tangible' result, recitation of one or more of the following elements is suggested: 
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* The manipulation of data that represents a physical object or activity 
transformed from outside the computer (MPEP 2106 IVB2(b)(i)). 

* A recitation of a physical transformation outside the computer, for example in 
the form of pre or post computer processing activity (MPEP 2106 IVB2(b)(i)). 

* A direct recitation of a practical application in the technological arts (MPEP 
2106 IVB2(b)(ii). 

Accordingly, the indicated allowability of claims 33 and 34 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 23-32 and 35-50 are allowed. 

9. Claim 22 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

1 0. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claims 23, 35, 41 , and 42, the prior art, taken either singly or in 
combination, does not teach: 

- transforming source data... corresponding to said level. 

Regarding claims 24-28 and 36-40, since these claims depend upon claims 23 
and 35, respectively, they are also allowable for the same reason. 
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Regarding claims 29 and 31, the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, 
does not teach: 

- server for storing source data... at a resolution corresponding to said level. 
Regarding claims 30 and 32, since these claims depend upon claims 29 and 31 , 

respectively, they are also allowable for the same reason. 

Regarding claims 31 , the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, does not 

teach: 

- transforming source data... at a resolution corresponding to said level; 
determining, at said client, a number of blocks... at least one block. 

Regarding claim 43, the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, does not 

teach: 

- transforming multi-component resource... corresponding to said level; 
requesting, from a client to a server,... multi-component source data. 

Regarding claims 44-46, since these claims depend upon claim 43, they are also 
allowable for the same reason. 

Regarding claim 47, the prior art, taken either singly or in combination, does not 

teach: 

- transforming multi-component source data... corresponding to said level; 
requesting, from a client to a server,... multi-component source data. 

Regarding claims 48-50, since these claims depend upon claim 47, they are also 
allowable for the same reason.
